FPJINK claimed to have been unable to secure 
the eyact details o' the information to be furnished. 



At 11:30 a.m. today FRANK further informed the writer that he had 
just learned that the above-described information was being purchased by the 
tew York Haily News’* for a reported sum of 5750, and that the information had 
been represented as consisting of definite '•proof of the link between ALGER 
and the Russian agent BYKOV. FRANK said he liad not been able to estab- 
lish whether »'ASSJNG herself was the instigator of the transaction and ex- 
nlained that she allegedly hid told her story to a friend, who in turn had 
discussed the matter with the Socialist friend of FRANKS, and th.at he did not 
know wlio was to receive whatever sum was realized in the event a sale could 
be made.

Noit York, who is tho brother of CHA13IERS* wife. According to 
DOJIEOAN, SHM.II'K tolepJionically corrjriunicated with TflLLIAlI I'cUVL'O^t 
the Law Firm of MIl'TOII and I'CnUl^TYL/^/ho are the present attomoya of 
CHAJIBKRS, and informed I'cirULTY that he had in his possession two notes 
in connection with the recent publi^ty about CHAl'.PERS* life having 
been threatened by GRAOR HUrCHINS^^< MclfULTY had apparently advised 
SHMIITZ to turn these papers over to Govei-runent Officials. At six PtJ? 
this evening, a/;mts of this office, at the request of KR, DONTGAH, 
appeared at his office T/hero SHJ2'1TZ related tho following story* 

SHVJllTZ has only soon VdfITTAKER CPA)^RE1?S on about ten occasions subsequent 
to the marriare of his, SHIJITZ,' sister to CHAI^EIS; that one of these 
occasions was sometime in nineteen thirty-eight when CHA1'.BERS informed 
SHMIITZ thatch o was breaking with the Communist Party euid gave definite 
indication that he was In fear of his life. Sometime thereafter, an 
unlaioT/n woman appeared at SHFI.IIIZ' Lav/ Office and, bn finding that he was 
not there, left tho follov/lng handv.ritton ^note* "Uiursday, Kay nineteen, 
nineteen thirty-eight. Dr. Kr, CIUM 7Zl/ there is a very important ( this 
word underlined ) mecf.ago for your sister. If she or her husband will 
call either CTir/E or mo, wo have some important memos for then, (Signed) 
GPJlCEy Labor Research Association, eighty East one one Street, Stuyvesant 
nine dosh one naught four tv/o.” Later that sane day, upon SHnn'IIZ' return 
to his office, ho made a telephone call to the previously mentioned

SHEf-'IIZ* recollection 






During this toleplione conversation, an appointment T/as made for this 
woman to visit SHIJ'ITZ in the latter*s office. SHLT.IK stated that 
.upon a review of his diary for I'Ay, thirty-eight, ther^/as found a 
notation ”four forty Pll I'iss STF.vnir or Kiss He recalled that 

this I'liss STIIWIIS talked to him and reiterated the conversation she had 
had with snariiz over the telephone previously, and SHFI’IIZ agreed to 
got in touch with I'.r. CHAirBHFS if he could. SHFlillZ stated that, although.^ 
ho does not even have a ha*y recollection of this woman*s description, ho 
is positive she is tho sano rosjan who talked to him over .the telephone 
because, he stated, of tho very cultured and refined voice she possessed. 

At the conclusion of this conversation, SHKl!ITZ requested this person to 
leave a written note that he could turn over to Mr, CHA13IIJS and she then 
wrote the follov/in/; on a toin slip of paper* **GHACE and her friend, S1*EVE, 
must get in touch with you irmediately", Iherc arc other notations on . 
this ptipcr, which wore explained by SHHilTZ - one is the notation, "Two 
one three naught V*, l.ynhrook”. Long Island, and the notation, "Pikesville, 
Maryland eight four four P dash tr/elve, operator ninety one", SHEKITZ 
related this v(as the telephone number of CHAltBrJiS in Karj'land and that he 
had attempted to telephorically communicate with CHA?/BEFS but was unsuccessful 
in reaching him. Somotlmo later, he stated, possibly within a month, 

SHHIIIZ net gHA^IDRRD quite by accident near SKe^ITZ* Law Office and h® 
verbally informed C11A1:BLT5 of tho message and telephone conversations he 
had had with this unknor/n woman. SHEI'ITZ v/as quite definite in his 
recollection that CHAltERFS did not out7.ardly place any importance whatsoever 
on the informtion supplied by SHU'IIZ at that time. Furtiier efforts will 
be made to determine whether the CPAXE and Hiss STEVFJJS mentioned before 
aro identical with Or<ACB PX'TCHIKS. 
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It was ?/r. Donegan's thought that ALOPU HISS had completely forgotten 
his statfnent to the agents in Baltimore, and that he did not feel that 
[nted to refresh AI/5FR recollection as to this statement. He 

stated that it was his thought that an interview with HonsofJ or SCH’'AnL, which 
in all probability rculd have to be conducted in the presence of the attorney 
VcUii.AN, may in all probability bring out the discrepancy between HISS' state- 
ments to the Baltimore agents and to the Grand Jury. 



Vr. Donegan was advised of the contents of the teletype from the 
7a«hington Field Office dated December 24, 1948. ^'r. Dcnegan stated that since 
tii<»re were now three witnesses in V/ashingten who had knowledge of a typewriter • 
being in the HISS hone around 1946 or 1947, ho felt these v/ere very strong 
points and furthermore he had no objection to the agents of this office con- 
ducting extensive Investigation in the vicinity of the HISS hone in order to 
secure witnesses who may posslb'^ have observed the typewriter in the home of 
AT/}TI( HISS at 22 East 8th Streei\Kcw York, IJ. Y, He stated he had no ob- 
jection to agents interviewing tM suoerintendent and in fact he felt that they 
could even go to the neighbors who live next door to the HISS apartment to make 
inquiries regarding their knowledge of the existence of a typewriter in the 
home ofAJfJER HISS. 



T*r. Donegan stated that in the event witnesses arc found who can 
reasonably be sure that they have observed an old-.fashicned upright typewriter 
in the home of AI/IF-K ffISS, at this point he v.ot»ld consider contacting attorney 
’'CLEAN and advising him that we no?/ have definite e’/idence that the type/riter 
was in the HISS home in Washington, D. C., in 1946 and 1947, and was also ob- 
served more recently In their home in New York City. "r. Donegan stated that 
he felt at this point the interviews with TP'DllfY HOBSON, "rs. HISS, and 
SCK*'AIiL may then be contemplated.

touch with him. l'r. Cornelius stated tfiat IfJSLERf'AN will be furnished with 
my name so that he can get in touch r/ith the New York office.
